r a t e , " I have told (in the Christian Ca am of 
June 12) how two lives were re-united.

take vet supper; Hick won’t eat it wit! yer tor 
night.’ Honey, I fooled in my heart what dat 
sr Imoaned; butlcouldu’ speak; I i*ss’ grip 
Ie do’ an’ wait for ’em to tell me. 
‘Haiu’t yer 
tieerd nnffln, Nancy?’ one man ax me. 
Isay, 
‘No, I haiu’t hee id nuflln I’ 
‘Wall, Hick am 
*oP p he say. 
I ax him ‘Whar ,to?’ He say, 
•Down to der Alabam’!’ Yer see, honey, I 
tied ben liopiu’ dat he wor sol’ tor some place 
near, whar I could see him.
